though at the same time he denied 
prior knowledge and those in close 
touch with the embassy were given 
to understand that he did not ap- 
prove the course and worked to se- 
cure modification. 


It has not been assumed that the 


ambassador actually 
bribe or personally 


attempted 
to 


influence 
any 


member of congress and doubt that 
such was his purpose is supported to 
some extent by the comparatively 
small amount of money he asked. 
Fifty thousand dollars, it was point- 
ed out, would go but a short way 
towards buying the influence of any 
congressman. Judiciously expended, 
however, it might do mucn in com- 
pensating, paid agents, such as are 
now known to have belonged to the 
elaborate machine Bernstorff built 
up for the production of propaganda 
and for purposes of espionage. 


Information in the possession of 


the government but not yet revealed. 
is said to, show conclusively a more 
direct connection of the German ma- 
chine in America with 
the 
Irish 


question than that indicated m Count 
von Bernstorff's message. 
The rec- 


ords at the department of justice are 
said to contain the names of men 
implicated in that phase of Germanic 
intrigues well known in America. 


Today's 
announcement by 
the 


state department is the first official 
utterance of the government with 
reference' to the German ambassa- 
dor's active personal participation in 
the maze of -plots and intrigues con- 
ducted for Germany's benefit in this 
country since the beginning of the 
European war. 


The evidence of Count von Bern- 


storff's personal activities in connec- 
tion with German propaganda here 
bears the date of President Wilson's 
address to congress, Jan. 22, reciting 
his appeal to the war ring nations to 
enter into peace negotiations. 
At 


the same time the president was ad- 
dressing congress, apparently, Count 
von Bernstorff was appealing to his 
government for funds with which to 
influence congressional action. 


It was not the first time, apparent- 


ly, that Count von Bernstorff had 
sought to influence congressional ac- 
tion, this being eloquently proclaim- 
ed by his reference to "former occa- 
sions.' 


The name 
of 
the 
organization 


through which the German govern- 
ment had sought to influence con- 
gress, the manner in which the mon- 
ey used for this purpose was expend- 
ed, the private incidents and the in- 
dividuals carrying on 
the 
propa- 


ganda, although not disclosed 
are 


well defined suspicions at the state 
department and to the 
department 


of Justice, whose bureau of investi- 
gation for more than three years has 
been conducting a rigid surveillance 
of German activities in this country. 


Records of the department of jus- 
tice are overflowing with 
reports 


from hundreds of agents concerning 
German intrigues 
here, 
many of 


which led to the German 
embassy 


and some of which resulted in the 
recall, at President Wilson's request, 
of Captains Boy-Ed and Von Papen, 
the German naval and military aides. 


Up to this time Boy-Ed and Von 


Papen had appeared as the master 
spirits of German propaganda here 
Intimations that German plots and 
Intrigues were directed not by them 
but by Count von Bernstorff, with 
the full approval of Berlin, hereto- 
fore had been met by officials with 
silence. For months past, however, 
there have been many 
indications 
that the American government had 
established Bernstorff's direct con- 
nection with much of tne 
German 


secret work conducted here and that 
there was ample basis for a request 
for his recall months before the dip- 
lomatic break with Germany. 


Up to the time of Boy-Ed's and 


"organization" 
the 
ambassador 


might have mount any one of the 
different so-called 
peace 
societies 


/hat were active at that time. That 
may have been true but it was learn- 
ed that state department officials 
do not know what the ambassador 
did mean. 


It was assumed however that he 


referred to an organization he had 
set up. although some officials were 
inclined to believe that the method 
of influencing was the ushiK of paci- 
fists to rake out the chestnuts rathei 
than to any direct subordination of 
congressmen. 


At least one of the more active or- 


ganizations flooded Washington with 
telegrams just prior to the war and 
during the days immediately follow- 
ing the break in relations. Thele- 
graph wires were congested 
with 


hundreds of thousands ot telegrams 
and mail pouches were filled with 
literature calculated to influence con- 
gressmen to vote against any meas- 
ure looking to war with Germany. 
How important a role the German 
diplomat played behind the scenes in 
that instance is not definitely known 
but always has been assumed that 
Teutonic agents were largely respon- 
sible for the activities that so 
em- 


barrassed the president and had the 
effect of supporting the opposition 
thai developed in congress. 


Secretary Lansing adhered to his 


determination not to 
discuss 
this 


latest disclosure and refused to re- 
veal the manner in which the mes- 
sage to Berlin came into the-,hauds 
of the government. 


Reference to "former occasions" 


on which the ambassador had asked 
for and used money in inffuencing 
congress is in line with other evi- 
dence now in possession of the state 
department showing the extent to 
which the German government had 
gone in building up an organization 
for propaganda and espionage. 


Little surprise over the disclos- 


ures was manifested at the capital. 


"That is an insult to this govern- 


ment." Senator Stone, chairman ol 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, angrily declared when he read 
the Bernstorff message. 


"It is absolutely intolerable." he 


added. 
"Any representative of any 


foreign government who would make 
such an attempt to interfere with af- 
fairs of this government—for it is 
direct interference with the govern- 
ment to attempt to influence con- 
gress—deserves to be given his pass- 
ports and sent from the country." 


Senator Stone said he had no 


knowledge of any attempt 
to in- 


fluence congress as indicated by the 
German message, but that he," like 
many other congressmen, had re- 
ceived stacks of propaganda tele- 
grams. 


Invoicing the general resentment 


in congress over disclosures of von 
Berustorff's message, Vice President 
Marshall today gave out a statement 
declaring the disclosure was proof 
o ftbe German government's eff3rt 
to divide America into factions, by 
corrupt means, if necessary.

British casualties so far are excep- 
tionally light, the majority being 
due to machine-gun fire. 
British 


airplanes again dominated the air. 
They were thick over the line of the 
British advance and carried on a 
vigorous warfare back of the Ger- 
man positions where tons of high 
axplosive bombs were diopped. Ger- 
man machines were far less active. 
A. large number of prisoners already 
have been brough in. but it is im- 
oossible to give an accurate estimate 
of the total. 


Heavy fighting along this front is 


expected to follow today's attack, be- 
cause it is certain the Germans will 
not relinquish these positions with- 
DU ta bitter struggle.

I gained in their attack of yesterday 
when they surged forward on an 
sight-mile front on both sides of the 
Ypres-Menin road, penetrating the 
German lines moie than a mile in 
places and capturing prisoners in ex- 
cess of 2000. 


All the reports emphasize the com- 


pleteness of the success the British 
troops achieved. 
They hold Veld- 


hoek, Zenevenkote, and 
numerous 


strategical 
important 
farms 
and 


wooded tracts which had been heav- 
ily fortified by the Germans, but 
which were captured in the resist- 
less British sweep. 


Late yesterday the Germans be- 


gan to coutner-attack, but every 
thrust was effectively dealt with by 
the British guns,, which swept out 
the. advancing lines of German in- 
fantry. 
The heavy casualties sus- 


tained In these fruitless attacks evi- 
dently impelled the German com- 
mander to order their cessation, for 
there were no repetitions of them 
during the night and the British 
were able to consolidate their new- 
won ground without disturbance. 


In some sectors the British con- 


tinued their offensive tactics during 
the evening. 
Local attacks, notably 


northeast of Langemarck, resulted in 
the clearing out of a number of 
strong points to which some Ger- 
man forces were clinging. 
Corres- 


pondent's dispatches today report 
the continuance of similar tactics at 
nteht when the new line was con- 
siderably improved in strength. 


Today's advices further announce 


the resumption of British attacks 
during this morning, southwest of 
Gheiuvelt. where a position desired 
by the British was still held by the 
Germans. 
This was assaulted by 


British forces which advanced to the 
attack at 9:30 o'clock. 


From njne of the other fighting 


fronts were there indications in the 
morning's dispatches of operations of 
more than ordinary importance.

Diplomat Recall* Hew LIHU Nation 


Wat Humiliated at th» Hands of tht 
Kaiser and How She Now Finds Her* 
Mlf In a Position to Collect the Debt 
With a Tremendous Rate of Interest. 


In explaining why Haiti severed' dip- 


lomatic relations with Germany, Solon 
Menos, Haitian minister to tbe United 
States, disclosed an interesting bit of 
diplomatic history. He shows bow tbe 
kaiser is being forced to pay the penal- 
ty for acts of unwarranted frightful- 
ness committed against the republic 
of Haiti twenty years ago. 


In December, 1897. when Mr. Menos 


was minister for foreign affairs, the 
German emperor forced Haiti to pay 
$20,<XXy and humiliated the nation by 
forcing profuse and ceremonial apolo- 
gies Under threat of bombardment of 
the National palace and the city of 
Port au Prince by German warships. 
Now Haiti may force the kaiser to pay 
$20,000.000 in return. German financial 
interests in Haiti make it easy for this 
sum to be collected, it is explained. 


German Attacks Police. 


The trouble between Germany and 


Haiti started on Sept 21, 1807, when 
Count Schwerin, tbe German charge 
d'affaires, came to Mr. Menos to pro- 
test against the arrest by the Haitian 
police of a German named Emile Lu- 
ders. Lnders' coachman. Dorleus Pre- 
sume, bad been caught stealing. When 
the police sought to arrest him the 
German attacked the police and was 
himself arrested. 


Count Schwerin did not deny the 


Justice of the acts of the Haitian an-

of Lnders' standing. 


Mr. Menos told Count Schwerin that 


he would do everything possible to 
protect Luders' rights, but that be 
could not disregard Haitian laws with- 
out an investigation. Meanwhile Lu- 
ders was tried and found guilty and 
was sentenced to imprisonment 


Count Schwerin demanded a new 


trial, with the immediate release of Ln- 
dera. Appreciating the menacing atti- 
tude'« tiie* German diplomat, Mr. Me- 
nos arranged for a new trial at once. 


Wakens President Sam. 


Later Count Schwerin, in the full uni- 


form of a uhlan, galloped up to the im- 
perial palace after President Sam bad 
retired and demanded an audience. 


Tbe count presented a demand from 


the kaiser for the immediate liberation 
of Luders, the dismissal of the Judge 
who bad sentenced him and tbe punish- 
ment of all tbe police instrumental in 
bringing about his arrest 
. 


"In tbe name of tny august master 


tbe Emperor William, I will wait until 
tomorrow noon for my reply," tbe count 
said upon leaving. 


The Haitian authorities were astound- 


ed by this action. It was diplomatic 
usage for any foreign diplomat to com- 
municate with tbe president through 
tbe minister for foreign affairs, and 
Menos felt deeply hurt 


But tbe Haitian leaden saw tbe dom- 


ineering tactics employed by tbe Ger- 
man government and recognized tbe 
Haitian people were absolutely at tbe 
mercy of Germany. The American 
minister. Mr. Powell, and others coun- 
seled toe release of Lnders as tbe sim- 
plest means of staving off further trou- 
ble: it was known Germany 'bad sev- 
eral cruisers In adjacent waters and 
that any pretest would be seized to ad- 
vertise German militarism.

Washington, Sept. 20.- -As a final 


drive on fruit preserving the United 
States Department 
of Agriculture 
urges the 
making of 
homemade 


fruit butters. This is recommended 
not only to those; who -grow 
the 
fruit, but to those in the city who 
may take advantage of large sup- 
plies and cheap-prices. In a great 
many cases it will be possible for 
city people to get from 
outlying 


farms fruit which might otherwise 
*>e wasted. 


Various fruit bntters recommend- 


ed are apple butter with cideY, ap- 
ple butter without cider, apple but- 
ter with grape juice, apole 
butter 


with lemons, pear butter, peach but- 
ter, plum butler and Garfield but- 
ter made with plums and 
peaches. 


With the exception of a good pre- 
serving kettle very-little equipment 
is needed for the preparation of 
such butters. 


Apple Butter. 
There is no better way to use 


good apples, says the department, 
than to make them into butter. The 
sound portions of windfalls, wormy, 
and 'bruised 
apples, may also be 


used. The better the apple the bet- 
ter the butter, will be. 
In apple 


butter with Cider either fresh sweet 
cider, or commercial sterilized cider 
should be used, after being boiled 
down to about 
half its original 


quantity. The peeled and sliced ap- 
ples may be cooked in the boiled 
cider or they may be first made in- 
to apple sauce which is then cooked 
in cider, it usually takes about 
equal quantities of sweet cider and 
sliced apples to make butter of the 
right consistency. In other words, 2 
gallons of sweet cider should be 
boiled down to 1 gallon, and 2 gal- 
lons of the prepared apples should 
be added to it either uncooked or as

BUT LIBERTY BONDS. 


To ascertain the extent to which 


railroad employes of foreign birth 
subscribed to the first liberty loan, 
a special investigation has been com- 
pleted on the directly operated lines 
ot the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburgh and Erie. The result of 
this inquiry shows that out of a 
total of 160,127 employes, in all de- 
partments, 25.827 were born in for- 
eign countries. There were, among 
all the employes—both native and 
foreign born—52,782 subscriptions, 
totaling more than 13,400,000. 


Nearly one in three of the foreign 


born employes was found to hav« 
been a liberty bond purchaser. The 
exact number of subscribers of alien 
birth was 8,146, or almost 32 per 
cent, of the total foreign born. This 
was within two per cent of the pro- 
portion of employes of American 
birth who subscribed. 


The Inquiry also brought out the 


interesting fact that there are in 
the service of the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad, men of 42 different nation- 
alities, besides 
native-born Ameri- 


cans; and members of 30 alien races 
were included among the buyers of 
liberty bonds.

Our duty is to push every mili- 


tary measure, and get troops and 
supplies to France as fast as possi- 
ble 
The military and commercial 


pressure must not be relaxed for an 
instant, and if the pacifists do not 
delude Germany 
into a futile re- 


sistance, the constant and increas- 
ing strain on that country will bring 
the war to an end in less than a 
year.

Mr. Wilson's Way of Directing His War 


Preparations Is a Distinct Novelty to 
Washington, but It Is Meeting With 
Success—He Never Telephones In 
Advance. 


Europeau rulers have appreciated the 


wisdom of appearing at the battle 
front aud stimulating their troops. 
President Wilson can't go to France, 
but be can drive the war machine here 
iii person so that American troops aud 
the forces of the entente allies are well 
supported behind the lilies, says the 
Mew York Evening Tost 


The president lately has set himself 


a new means of directing America's 
war program. He receives as usual at 
the White House department execu- 
tives aud administrators, members of 
congress and others who have urgent 
business with him, but he also spends, 
much time in visiting the offices of his 
subordinates. No one knows when the 
president is corning. He just drops in. 
And the interesting part of it has been 
that on nearly every occasion thus far 
the men on whom the president has 
called have not been at their offices. 
So Mr. Wilson has waited patiently 
while private secretaries or clerks tele- 
phoned frantically to other depart- 
ments or buildings to locate their 
chiefs. The other day the president 
went to the Munsey ouilding. where the 
Council of National Defense has its of- 
fices. He wanted to see Judge Lovett. 
A young man was talking on a tele- 
phone- His back was to the door as 
the president entered. He only half 
turned as a voice asked, "Is Judge Lov. 
ett In?" 


"Noj he's gone to New York on the 


12:30 train," answered the young man 
as he still kept the receiver to his ear 
without turning- 
The individual at 


tbe door paused. The young man at 
the telephone finally swiveled around. 


"Is this—is this the president?" he 


stammered, and the telephone receiver 
went clattering to the floor. 


The president went to find Herbert 


Hoover, climbed five stories of the Ho- 
tel Gordon, wound his way through a 
maze of corridors aud finally discov- 
ered that Mr. Hoover was at another 
department. 
But the food adminis- 


trator came back in a few minutes in 
response to a hurry call. 


Drops In Early and Late. 


Mr. Wilson drops in early and late. 


He found the secretary of war at his 
desk at 7 o'clock last Saturday night 
and remained there nearly a half hour. 
He visited at nearly 6 o'clock one aft- 
ernoon recently the Federal Trade Com- 
mision and talked about the cost of 
coal production. The commission had 
moved all its furniture to another 
building. And there were just enough 
chairs to give the president a seat with 
the commission. 


The president calls in often nt the 


department of justice; also at the 
state, war and navy building to keep 
in touch with the work of the army 
and navy. Some of the cabinet secre- 
taries have a way of leaving their of- 
fices on Saturday afternoons, also 
early on weekdays. Mr. Wilson serves 
no notice in advance, nor does he say 
anything if he finds his subordinates 
not at their desks. But if an itinerant 
boss is about employees usually find 
it a pood thing to be around. That's 
the effect of Mr. Wilson's latest inno- 
vation. He's going to keep it np. be- 
cause he thinks it is going to be a 
time saving device. 


When a cabinet officer or member of 


the numerous- commissions now work- 
intr on the war program is called to the 
White House he can't bring an office 
full of papers. He can't call on sul>- 
onliimtes for information then and 
there, whereas if Mr. Wilson goes to 
the navy department, for instance, aud 
wants to find out what progress has 
been made on certain phases of the 
navy program Secretary Daniels can 
touch a button and get the naval officer 
in charse of that particular task. The 
president in that way gets into jwrson- 
al touch instantly with the numerous 
tasks for the execution of which he is 
responsible.

General Crowder not to draft Indians 
will be followed Uy a recruiting cam- 
paign to secure voluntary enlistments, 
it was learned-at the Oiiondaga reser- 
vation at Syracuse, N. Y. The Indian 
bureau and the war department have 
begun tentative plans looking to this 
end. 


Records at the war department show 


that already enough Indians have been 
enlisted to make two companies. Dr. 
Earl A. Bates, president of the Onon- 
daga Indian Welfare society, has been 
in communication with Washington in 
regard to the matter. 


Dr. Bates stated that, while the feel- 


ing of the Indians on the Onondaga 
reservation has been bitter over the at- 
tempt to draft them into the national 
army, there are hundreds, who would 
volunteer. 
' Plans so far made call for sending 
Indians who have seen military serv- 
ice with the federal troops into train- 
ing camps to qualify for officers. 


Thomas Patterson, an Onondaga In- 


dian, known to the reservation as Red 
Cloud, now employed in the ethnology 
department at the Smithsonian insti- 
tution. Washington, has offered his 
services to Dr. Bates for a proposed 
Indian regiment 


At the time of the organization of 


the Roosevelt division the Onondaga 
Indians offered to form a cavalry regi- 
ment.

AMERICA WILL EMERGE FROM WAR A! 
NEW 


The United States will emerge 


from this war a new nation consider- 
ed from an Industrial standpoint, 
according to James P. Pagan, who 
addressed the membership council of 
j the Chamber of Commerce last night. 
He declared that social, political 
an 
dlndustrial 
effort 
had 
been 


banded together in a common cause 
and 
industrial 
effort 
had 
been 


the nation is learning what can be 
accomplished 
by the 
co-operative 


method when all people take full in- 
terest in what is being done. 


Mr. Pagan's address was heard by 


a good sized audience. A. A. Stasel, 
chairman of the membership coun- 
cil, presided at the meeting. 


Mr. Pagan said, in' part: 
Whether we know it or not, here 


we have an industrial topic of start- 
ling interest to the nation at large. 
So far as America is concerned, in j 
the hour of the nation's greatest! 
need, Socialism, in method and per- 
sonality, has proved to be an 
'in- 


competent' and a 'slacker.' On the 
other hand, private ownership, pri- 
vate resource and leadership are to 
be found everywhere in the social, 
the 
military and the 
industrial 


trenches. 
From time to time, how- 
ever, we hear rumors that the gov- 
ernment has taken over this, that 
and the other private establishment, 
and is lining them up in the public 
service and some people seem to be 
getting it into their heads that there 
is big socialistic significance in the 
proceeding. The government itself, 
however, is not laboring under any 
such delusion. True, at the outbreak 
of hostilities, President Wilson took 
immediate steps to acquire the neces- 
sary authority to organize and pre- 
pare the national forces for the na- 
tional service. Federal management, 
however, on a socialistic basis, of 
any of the plants or establishments, 
in any real or practical sense, was 
far from the president's plan. 


"As a matter of fact, President 


Wilson's, very first move in the war 
game was a personal appeal to the 
social and industrial patriotism of 
the nation at large. Immediately a 
sort of national miracle took place. 
The whole situation seemed to 
re- 


solve itself overnight, as it were, 
not into a pre-arranged government 
system or campaign of any kind, but 
into an immense personality, with 
the president at its head. 
With all 


its "unpreparedness, such is the glor- 
ious nature of a democracy. 
From 


the White House, I repeat, 
there 


came a passionate cry to the people 
for assistance. It was an appeal, in 
the name of the nation, for private 
ownership, private management and 
private initiative to come to 
the 
rescue. 
Personal service, personal 


responsibility of 
every conceivable 


description became the national slo- 
gan. 
Give us men, yes, men 
and 


women 
of 
resource, of 
technical 


knowledge, of courage, of insight, of 
ideas, of executive ability and busi- 
ness personality. 
Here's a job for 


you, you captains and corporals and 
privates of American business life. 
Your country needs you—enroll, en- 
list,, volunteer for service in the in- 
dustrial armv—come forward. 
To 


convert 100,000,000 people, long at 
peace, into a war nation, to divert 
our great national energies 
from 


first to last into channels of war is a 
gigantic undertaking, but the thing 
is here and now to be done. 


"Meanwhile the government ma- 


chinery in Washington was helpless 
The job itself was altogether out of 
its line. Practically every depart- 
ment in Washington is a bureau. A 
bureau cannot originate, much less 
inspire. A bureau taoulates—that's 
all. 
There is more tabulation 
in 


Washington than in all the rest of 
the world put together. On top of 
it all, ignorance of business, of con- 
ditions and practices in the outside 
world is the natural state of mind in 
official Washington. 
Congress 
of 


course could vote money, but 
it 


could not manufacture experience, 
it couldn't vote brains 
into 
any- 


body. 
Furthermore, the very men 


that were needed in the crisis, with 
ail the industrial sinews of war at 
their backs (not to mention 
the 


terstate commerce 
commission, for 


example, to take over and 
manage 


the railroads. He went straight to 
the directors of industry themselves. 
In his official capacity, he simply 
spotted these men. His method was 
very direct and personal. He simply 
said to Mr. Edison, he of the uni- 
verse—to Mr. Vail, he of the tele- 
phone—to Mr. Willard and others, 
they of the railroads—to Mr. Frank 
A. Scott and Mr. Vandervoort, build- 
ers of machine tools and mechanical 
marvels—to Mr. Howard B. Coffin, 
who knows a few things about autos 
and aircraft—to Mr Roseuwald, of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., a wizard at 
buying things, who knows just what 
is wanted, where it is to be found 
and what the government should pay 
for it—he, the 
president, said to 


these men and to scores of others of 
similar calibre 
in the 
industrial 


world, 'Come to Washington — you 
are the \nen to start things.'

In this way, then, m committees 


and sub-committees, something like 
six hundred and otherwise thousands 
of men of national reputation 
are 


actually giving their services to the 
nation in its need. In other words, 
the president of the United States 
and his cabinet have used their great 
influence to bring into the national 
service the greatest business minds 
in the Union, and the response 
to 


these appeals will constitute a last- 
ing and glorious memorial of the 
war. 


"Thank 
God, private 
initiative, 


private skill and private patriotism 
are still at the helm of the railroads. 
All honor, then, to these 
splendid 


human facts itf the story of Ameri- 
can history and the war. 
In the 


first place, perhaps, all honor to the 
great army of workers, men and wo- 
men .organized and not organized. 
All honor to the rank and file, 1 
say, and to the managers, the prac- 
tical men of genius, who are out to 
harness the universe to our warlike 
requirements! 
Just at present, the 


practical thinker is the man of the 
hour. He is the parent of ideas, the 
originator of plans, the organizer 
and director of 
enterprise. 
He 


dreams and society wakes up and 
finds itself famous. 
Of course so- 


ciety reacts on these men, inspires 
multitudes of them to praiseworthy 
exertion, and thus the commonwealth 
flourishes. 


"In this great and awful war, my 


friends, let us thank God that in- 
dustry and the humanities are of one 
mind and pulling, in the same boat. 
It will surely be;ajgood thing for the 
nation at large Jtff understand this 
thoroughly. 
That the 
homes and 


the people in the 'homes should take 
a lively interest. i» the fortunes of 
industry is one of the big conclus- 
ions that is growing out of the pres- 
ent war. 


"For one thiri$Land in particular, 


we are going tft^are a new world 
in American industry. In this, as in 
every other respect? toy friends, you 
will find the great lesson of the war 
will be on to its job. For one thing, 
the isolation of the people in all the 
big problems of industry will be a 
thing of the past-> It will be just as 
well to have a good look at the pres- 
ent situation in the simple matter of 
industrial relationship. 


"Now, my friends, in this

IT'S TIME TO THINK ABOUT A CHRISTMAS 


PRESENT FOR THE SOLDIER BOY IN FRANCE 


The Red Cross has issued the fol- 


lowing: 
By Christmas the United States 


will have more than 1.000,000 men 
under arms, and everyone will 
be 


eager to help in giving them Christ- 
mas cheer. 


No matter how generous a supply 


of gifts some of the men mav receive 
from families and friends, it is be- 
lieved that all Red Cross members 
will want to. unite in 
sending 
to 


each man a Christmas packet filled 
with good things and god will. 


In order that the 
men may he 


equally remembered and 
yet that 


there may be a pleasing variety in 
the contents, the following sugges- 
tions are made for preparing and as- 
sembling the Christmas parcels: 


Nothing should go In them which 


will not keep fresh from the time of 
packing until Christmas. 


Dried fruits and other food prod- 


ucts should be packed in small tin 
or wooden boxes, one-quarter to one- 
half pound size. 


Hard candy, including chocolate, 


would probablv bo safe in tin foil 
or heavy cardboard, but not 
soft 


chocolates nor anything that could 
possibly be crushed should be used, 
as the other contents of the package 
might be spoiled thereby. 


Several dainties packed in oblong 


tin boxes, each holding a quarter of 
a pound, will provide a better varie- 
ty for a packet than a larger quanti- 
ty of a single confection. 


No liquids nor articles packed in 


Kla^s should be placed in the pack- 
age. 


For wrapping the 
Kins; use 


khaki-colored 
handkerchiefs,

inches square, and form the base of 
tne packet by placing on the center 
of the handkerchief a pad of writing 
paper about 7 by 10 inches. 


Select a variety of articles either 


from the suggested list (or according 
to individual wishes) to an amount 
not exceeding fl.50, and 
arrange 


them on the pad of paper so thai the 
entire package shall be the width of 
Ihe pad and approximately 5 or 6 
inches high. 


Wrap and tie with 1-inch red rib- 


bon and place a Christmas card nn- 
der the bow of ribbon. A card would 
be desirable. 


Wrap the parrel again in heavy, 


liglit-brov.-n manila paper and tie se- 
curely with red, green, or gill cord, 
and use Christmas labek or Ameri- 
can flags as desired.
